lut as fanuor.s wu arc more practically 
nicrcstcd in tho improvoraont of tho 
orae that wo follow at tho plow and rido 
iftoi- when wo go to mill. Wo corlainly 
iccJ iv horse that is strong; for farm 
work, willing and of kindly disposition, 
.good walker, and Ht leait n fair trar- 
lor on tha road. 
A strong horse is 


ihvay.s the most, economical animal, 


iij^h ho mny bo required to do DO more 


ban a wtmker horse could do by taxing 
(s strength to tho utmost. No animal 
y.stern should be strained. It should 


required to brar no greater strain 


han it can boar with rea-sonablo ease. 
t wo strain a machine wo injnro it, in- 
ure it every time wo .strain it. Jf \ro 
an it at groat speed wo wrar it oot 
oonor than if wo run it at lower speed. 
.'Ito horse M a machine, and wn*t la 
nio of tho machine in matters of whicb 
ve havo ipokcn, is true of the horse, 
f it is all a pair of hones o»n do to 
raw a load, that load will cost more to 
novo than if wo had ft pair of horses 
hat could move it easily. What every 
icrso owner should nira at is to hare 
ionics that would do his work without 
xhaiisling themselves. That would not 
illy bo a javing of horsellosh, but if he 
s a humane man, it would add to his 
wn comfort and actually to hi« lite, for 
.horo is nothing more distrcsaintj than 
o so« a team slniggling to tho limit of 
hoir strength to pull a load over a bad 
oad, and there is liltlo in farm oxperi- 
uco that is more .satisfactory than to 
i;o rt largo strong team walking over 
ho snrau road with just as heavy B load 
s if it were more pastime for it. 
Tho walking gait of our farm horses 


s rv mattur that of lato j eara has ro- 
oivod ooiisiilcrablo attention in live 
tock journals but very littlo in brooil- 
ig luirhca. It is astonishing that tho 
alking gait of our horsoa u«.s not been 
mprovud. A slow-paced team is ox- 


isivo property. 
If wo had horses 


hat would plow a Hold or cultivate a 
rop iu ono-half tho time that our horses 
low do thcso things, wo .should bo sav- 
ug fifty pur cent.on the work. If wo had 
vork enough for two slow teams, npon 
his basis we should need only ono 
emu, Hence we should save the in- 
cstmcnt iu ono toaui, Ujo exponso of 
\oeping it, iuid tho coat of a man to 
rivo it, and altogether tlio aggregate 
vould iiiaku a big item. Nor is it olffi- 
ult to breud fast walking horses. Tho 
.urstion has been asked and discussed, 
Vill tha creation of » fiist walking 
jreed dopond upon training or breedincr? 
Any ODO who luw mado a study of the 
)riivciplos of breeding, and the laws of 
loredity, ought not to be bothered 
niich with that question. Tho result 
vill depend upon both training and 
jreoding. A fast walking stallion or 
Inaro would be likely to produce a fast 
valking colt, if it was rnado to keep up 
vith the (itandard of its possibilities. 
.'ho training will operato both before 
md nftor, boforo with sironnd dam and 
if tor with tho colt Rapid walking may 
locossitato certain changes in tho for- 
nation of tho limbo, but this will come 
rum porsislx'nt exorcise and careful 
mx'iling, und fast walkers will yot bo 
bruJ. As lung us there is so rniioh 


pothy in regard to horse brooding, it 


IKIU not bo expected that life fc»tnro 
vill command anything llko universal 
vttcntion. But in timo bvwdora will 
j«o that fast walkors «u-o not ouly pos- 
iil)lo, but that there is raoryey hi brccd- 
ng them; and when that ia seon and 
w;U;d npon wo belicvo that n r«ry groat 
mpnlHO will bo givon to th« worlc of re- 
lacing oor inferior borsos with bettor 
tock. If wo hod fast w»lkon they 
vould commend thcmselros eomowhat 
ivuiu readily than wooid horsoe ot 
illuir excellent characteristics. We be- 
icvu tliat any of our horso? can bo do- 
volopod satisfactorily iu ttiia direction. 


Wo havo thus far spoken of horso- 


brecding as related only to thoftirmer's 
iec<l.s on the farm, lint thcro is a much 
.urg-pr view to bo taken of it than this, 
[irccding good horses for sale is as 
)rolitablo as any other kind of brood- 
ng. Tho linanciaJ success of those 
who aro engaged in that business is 
nuU) eullicicnt confirmation of tho truth 
of this .statement. In some respoct« 
:<K), it is the easiest HJU! most satisfac- 
tory kind of breeding. There is always 
a good demand for the improved brced» 
nf horses, and thcro is a demand, too, 
fnr a class of horsca that ought to re- 
ceive more attention than they have re- 
eoivcd. Wo refer to the carriage horses. 
It is not a very easy undertaking to ilud 
a ]>air of thoroughly lirst-class cai'riag* 


rhcs, such as are used to tho heavy 
rringog iu cities. They c»n b« found 


if they aro sought, but Uio supply is no- 
where equal to the dwiiand. Look at 
tho subject in any way wo please, there- 
fore, and horse-breeding holds out ex- 
cullout inducements, and the demand 
for good horses ought to prevoet any 
man from patronizing a stallioa regard- 
less of merit if ho can possibly avoid it.

Everybody laughed at me for saying 


hat thU looked like a gooso, and ono 
lay I climbed np ana looked into a 
nost. 
"When I came down tho others 


inked mo what I had seen, and I said 
goslings. They all laughed. Nono of 
hem uolieved mo, ana one of them 
iskod mo if I had over seen a Hock of 
whales in a clover field. 


The next day wo wont a mile or two 


town ths river in our boats, and us we 
wore rowing along wo saw several 
flocks of yoting water birds paddling 
tbout. Ttrey were pretty little, yellow, 
fluffy things, and swam splendidly, and 
one of tho men said: 


"I guess these aro your goslings, Pul- 
cn." 


We had not seen nny mother birds 


with their broods, but as wo wore com- 
ng back wo saw a big bird hovering 
)vorlho water, and looking at us with 
he greatest distrust 
She had somc- 


hing large in her beak, and to sec 
wtiat bhe would do, we pushed back 
imoug tho rushes and lay still.

he camo close down to tno water, and

GETMNCr THB RETURNS. 


OHeeringr Crowds at Republican 
and Democratic Headquarters. 


Last night waa a memorable time in 


Decatur, 1200 to 1600 shouting, singing 
and hopeful Republicans assembling at 
the court house early in the evening, and 
the hopeful and very jubilant Democrats 
gathering at their headquarters on North 
Water street The early messages, which 
came from the associated press, indicated 
big gains for the Democracy, through the 
acjistanee largely of the prohibition 
vote's and some of the Bourbons who 
have not had a chance to yell, for lo! 
these twenty-four years, except over the 
solid south, came near splitting their 
throats. Republicans cheered over the 
returns from Ohio, gains in Indians, 
Maine and other statec, but generally 
they felt rather dubious about New York, 
though the more confident ones believed 
Elaine would oome out ahead over the 
combinations against him 5,000 to 10,000. 
During the evening a glee club was form- 
ed and for hours the large court room 
was filled with songi about Cleveland, 
Hsndricks, Harrison, Perl and other 
Democratic candidates, singing in lines 
that in Washington, oh, what a pity, 
there'll be no rebels there. So noisy was 
the crowd that Mr. Mower, who read the 
dispatches, bad much difficulty at times 
in securing attention. Many of the Re- 
publioans remained in the room until 
after 5 o'clock this morning, and did not 
go to bed at all, but were on deck early 
at the RBPUBLIOAN office, waiting for the 
day report*. The office has been throng- 
ed all day and the interest among men of 
all political parties is intense. 


There was also a big wake at the dem- 


ocratic club room, where much oil was 
burned and where a vast amount of pent 
up democratic enthusiasm was let off. 
The scene there during the evening was 
extremely lively, the managers ot the oir- 
on* leading in the howling jubilee. The 
doubt about New York, upon which state 
hinges the election of Cleveland, caused 
a gloomy feeling to settle over the crowd, 
and scores of them went home fearing 
that the next telegram would seal their 
doom.

turna ever witnessed in Decatur,

The mean scoundrel, who 
deserves hanging, found the money saved 
by the poor family and got away with 
every cent of it 
The theft was not dis- 


covered nntil this morning. The police 
have been notified of the robbery, but as 
yet they have struck no olue that will aid 
in catching the fellows.
